Bir Hacheim 
Bttely Contested

Hitler’s high command asserted 
today Axis troops had captured 
Bir Hacheim, southern anchor of 
the 50-mile British line in North 
Africa. 


“The fort of Bir Hacheim, 
southern pillar of the Britisn 
defensive system, was this morn- 
ing taken by storm after several 
days of bitter resistance by strong 
enemy units encircled there,” the 
Nazi communique said. 

The Free French commander 
of the garrison had _previously 
rejected six Axis for 
surrender. - *
